VA had 1.130 
women-veterans as patients—786 
in its own hospitals and 342 in 
non-VA hospitals under ccm tract 
to provide additional beds.

patients totalled 
2.035, 
at whom 1.230 were in VA hos­ 
pitals and 805 in non-VA hos­ 
pitals. 
Of the 2,035, women veterans 
tinder VA care in October 1947. 
1,432 were veterans of World 
\Var II. 
The 2,035 confined to hospi­ 


tals last October included 246 
with tuberculosis; 502 psychotics; 
135 with other neurosychiatric 
disorders, 
and

Women veterans are eligible

The average Illinois motorist 
today pays a higher rate of tax 
when he buys his gasoline than 
he would if h$? bought some of 
the most extravagant luxuries. 
The federal tax is superimposed 
on high state gasoline taxes in 
practically every state. This is 
probably the most 
vicious ex­ 
ample of multiple taxation that 
can be found in the entire na­ 
tion today. 
Fifteen years ago Congress en­ 
acted a bill placing a “tempor­ 
ary emergency” tax of 
a 
gallon on gasoline sold through­ 
out the nation. Today more than 
27 state governments have asked 
that Congress repeat this “emer­ 
gency** legislation which has ex­ 
isted for more than one and a 
half decades. 
Recent estimates by the Bu­ 
reau of the Census indicate that 
state tax collections, exclusive 
of unemployment 
compensation 
taxes, were 42 per cent greater 
in 1947 than in 1944. The ulti­ 
mate issue of tax “savings** may 
be decided in the state capitol 
and in the local community. 
State 
governments 
collected 
$5.8 billion dollars 
(excluding 
unemployment compensation tax­ 
es) in fiscal 1947. up 16.4 i>er 
cent from the previous year. The 
tax increase in Illinois was sub­ 
stantially greater than the na­ 
tional average—amounting to a 
24 per cent jump from 1946 to 
1947. Taxes based on sales and 
gross receipts, including excises 
on motor fuel and tobacco pro­ 
ducts, accounted for nearly 83.5 
billion, or more than 60 per cent 
of all state tax collections. Next 
in importance were license and 
privilege taxes accounting for 15 
per cent of the total. Individual 
and corporation income taxes re­ 
potted by 31 stat es 
yielded 7 
per cent and 8 per cent respec­ 
tively.

taxes, 
including 
death and gift and

emergency that could not have 
been foreseen. 
“Every American businessman 
operates his business under a 
budget," it was stated by George 
E. 
Mahin. Executive Secretary 
of 
the 
Taxpayers* 
Federation. 
“He plans how much each dc- f 
partm ent can spend. 
Each de­ 
partm ent head cuts corners to 
save pennies to increase profit. 
His budgeted am ount is a ceil-

ing that he stays as far below 
as hum anly possible.

and business future depend on 
his initiative in running his de­ 
partm ent w ith the greatest pos­ 
sible economy. 
“Theoretically, the State of Il­ 
linois also operates under a bud- 
get.

“The only way to out a stop 
to this flouting of the will of 
the General Assembly is for the 
public to back the 
legislators

General Assembly can get tough 
with the adm inistrators when the 
people will back up such policy." 
Deficiency 
appropriations 
of 
$22,301,419.84 voted by the G en­ 
eral Assembly in 1947 were al­ 
most three times as high as those 
voted ir» 1945. 
The 
G eneral 
Assembly 
this 
year voted a total of $8/1,339,- 
000, exclusive of deficiencies and 
emergencies, to run the 
stat** 
governm ent from July I, 194/, 
through June 30, 1949. 
“This amounts — $245,542,927 
greater than the am ount voted

m atters, believes that since the 
high school furnishes the last 
formal education for 80 per cent 
of the boys and girls who do not 
go to college, its program should 
necessarily be broad in scope.

enough to include vocational ag- 
liculture, home economics, bus­ 
iness 
training, 
general 
shop, i 
health and citizenship training 
and a good program of vocation­ 
al counselling, and other essen­ 
tial services. 
Cox pointed out that 384 Il­ 
linois high schools have fewer 
than IOO pupils and that of these 
126 had not been accredited by 
Feb. 12, 1947. 


THE SMALL high school, he 
said, cannot furnish these extra 


school services any better than 
the sm all neighborhood can fu r­ 
nish the sen'ices necessary to the 
more complete com m unity ex ­ 
cept at a per item cost far in 
excess of w hat the people should 
have to pay for such services. 
Opposition to high school re­ 
organization has slowed 
down 
school reorganization in 
many 
counties, Cox said. 
However, 
people’s thinking 
is 
changing 
slowly in favor of a more thor­

reorganization 
program 
generally. 
Several county com­ 
m ittees have said they could get 
better results on the right kind 
of recom m endations if they had 
more time. 
If the county com­ 
m ittee takes its full am ount of 
tim e to file its final report and

superintendent 
postpones the vote thereon as 
long as possible, the 
election 
may be held as late as the last 
of February, 1949.

Hay Curing Systems Help Farmers 
To Write Off Bad Weather Worries

Modem firmers ire taking Mark 
Twain'! celebrated remark for a hay 
ride. Mark once said: “Everybody 
talks about the weather but nobody 
does anything about it" It’s not so 
today. Scores of farmers art doing 
something about i t They’re making 
hay while the sun isn’t shining. 
Hay curing equipment has put the 
farmer a jump ahead of the weather. 
Its use enables him to cut hay in the 
morning and put it up in the after­ 
noon. Sure it's green when he puts it 
in the barn. And it stays that way. 


cool, the danger of barn fires Is prac- 
t.cally eliminated. 
Special hay curing structures with 
forced ventilation also have been de­ 
veloped recently. Made of metal, they 
contain 
central, 
horizontal 
ducts. 
Generally, hay is chopped and blown 
into such round structures, settling 
around the central duct Vents in the 
sides of the structure permit air be­ 
ing blown into or drawn out of the 
hay by a blower placed at the too or 
bottom of the building. 
Another comparatively new haying 
aid it tho hay drier. These self- 
contained units employ air heated to

The im portance of alfalfa meal 
tin swine feeding was evaluated

containing 
corn, 
^tankage, fishmeal, soybean meal, 
J m inerals and fortified cod-liver 
oil. 
According to all previously 
' known nutritional standards, this 
(ration was supposed to be ade­ 
quate. 
However, when the gilts 
were kept on it during breeding, 
farrow ing 
and 
suckling, 
they 
w eaned about one pig Der fitter, 
other gilts fed die same ration 
except that 12 percent of alfalfa 
mea! by weight 
was 
added, 
weaned over 80 oerrent of the 
pigs farrow ed, and in addition 
farrow ed larger, stronger litters. 
W hile it is not norm al or prac­ 
ticable to keep sows in drylot 
the year round, this 
research 


Also It retains Its leaves and high 
protein feed value. 
Curing is accomplished by blowing 
air through the hay, which may be 
long, baled or chopped, in barn mows, 
air generally is forced into the hay 
by means of a duct system, ghich in­ 
cludes a main duct and several lateral 
ducts. A slatted floor may be sub­ 
stituted for the side ducts, with air 
directed under It from the main duct 
in the aame way as it enters lateral 
ducts. In average size barns, blowers 
or 36-inch fans provide the necessary 
air. Usually they are operated by 5 
horsepower motors. Hay is cured in 
8 to 12 foot layers. One layer can be 
cured at a tim# to a total depth of 
20 to 25 feet Because the hay is kept 


2,000 degrees Fahrenheit and are 
particularly useful in drying large 
quantities of wet hay and for com­ 
mercial use. Equipment has been de­ 
veloped to handle either long or 
chopped hay. Electricity powers the 
blowers and conveyors, which move 
the hay through the driers, and also 
operates thq oil burners which pro­ 
vide the necessary heat Only a few 
minutes is required to dry the hay, 
which enters one end of the drier 
wet or freshly cut and emerges at 
the other ready for storage. Similar 
but smaller units that are practical 
for the average farmer are also com­ 
ing into use. They require a day or 
two to dry hay in the mow, as air 
temperature is raised only IO to 20 
degrees Fahrenheit

corn throw n out of a corn cut­ 
ler fractured a farm er’s jaw . In 
another case a soybean pierced 
a combine operator’s eye.

He said 
he became disgusted because the 
cow’ w ouldn't stand still while 
he was m ilking her. t 
A HOG producer suffered a 
fractured leg when a large pork­ 
er ran into him. 
Counting hogs soqnds like a 
safe occupation but one farm er 
suffered severe hand injuiies in 
such a job.

And there’s nothing to the old 
saying about

An Illinois farm wife was struck 
by lightning in her home in 1947. 
repeating an occurrence of two

TRACTOR 
mishaps 
p robably, 
will lead the 1947 Illinois farm 
accident list, the IAA safety di- , 
rector said, although final tab u ­ 
lation of reports has not been 
made. 
Most of these accidents 
involve the operator falling from 
the tractor. 
This is believed to 
be due to the increased speed of ; 
the modern tractor and lack of ! 
caution in tractor operation on 
curves and near ditches. 
In the 
early days of tractors, cranking 
caused most of the injuries. 
W hitlock 
believes 
that 
the 
mechanical corn picker will have 
the highest toll for 1347. 
There also were more light­ 
ning and hunting accidents on 
Illinois farm s in 1947 than in 
the previous year, W hitlock said.
